Secretary of Agriculture Clinton 
P, Anderson said today he had no 
plan to order rationing of soa 
In a statement, he appealed to 
housewives to discontinue’ the 
“practice of raiding” store shelves 
as soon as new soap shipments are 
received, 

He announced that manufactur- 
ers would be permitted to make a 
10 per cent increase in the output 
of household “heavy duty” lavn- 
dry type soap chips, flakes, pow- 
ders, granulated and other similar 
types. He estimated that the in- 
crease in these types would make 
about 100,000,000 pounds more 
available for civilians during a 12- 
month’® period.

GITY ASKS 10 JUIN 
IN UNION ELECTRIC 
INQUIRY BY STATE 


Wishes to Learn Why 
Rates Are Higher Than 
Laclede’s, Petition to 


Intervene Says. 


The City of St. J.ouis peti- 
tioned the State Public Service 
Commission today for leave to 
intervene in the Cimmission’s in- 
quiry, begun yesterday, into the 
original cost of property of Union 
Electric Co. of Missouri and the 
reasonableness of the company’s 
rates to customers, 

The city’s petition stated that 


it wished an opportunity to in- 
quire why Union Electric’s rates 
“are so much higher than those 
of Laclede Power and Light Co. 
for its 40,000 domestic customers, 
in some cases 15 to 20 per cent 

reater, and why Union Electric,” 

hich recently absorbed Laclede, 
“should not make this lower rate 
applicable to its domestic cus- 
tomers,” 

Oth matters into which the 
city wishes to inquire, according 
to its petition, include the possible 
effect of kickbacks from legal 
fees and material bills, and other 
irregular methods of accumulat- 
ing the company’s secret $600,000 
political slush fund of the 1930s, 
on present rates. 


Questions Rafsed by City. 


The petition states that the 
city wishes to investigate “the 
following matters of major im- 
portance”: 

1. The actual, legitimate cost; of 
Union Electric’s property used 
and useful in serving its custom- 
ers in St. Louis, and the fairness 
of the rates charged for such 
service. (This is the stated pur- 
pose of the Public Service Com- 
mission’s inquiry, being conduct- 
ed by nine accountants, in con- 
junction with two Federal Piwer 
Commission representatives.) 

2. The accuracy of its book en- 
tries for expenses, including spe- 
cial analyses and audit of ex- 
penditures for insurance premi- 
ums and legal fees to determine 
whether illegal, excessive, exorbi- 
tant or unnecessary amounts have 
been disbursed for those items to 
the detriment of the consumer, 

3 The accuracy of its book en- 
tries for the cost of constructing 
the so-called Bagnell dam and as- 
sociated transmission lines, to- 
gether with a special audit to 
determine whether such book en- 
tries represent disbursments for 
purposes other than payment of

New Food and Gasoline Rationing 
Books to Be Issued in December 


WASHINGTON, July 24 (AP)— 
New food and gasoline rationing 
‘books will be distributed in De- 
_cember. 
| Price Administrator Chester 
‘Bowles said today war ration 
book number five would be issued 
at schools and other public build- 
‘ings throughout the country from 
'Dec. 3 through Dec. 15. It will 
contain stamps for meats and fats, 
processed foods, sugar and shoes. 
| At the same time, and through 
ithe same channels, new A gasoline 
books will be distributed. They 
will go into use Dec, 22, 


| Ration book Five, smaller than 
a dollar bill and containing only 
half as many stamps as book 
Four, will be used soon after the 
first of next year. 

| “The supply agencies—the De- 
partment of Agr@ulture and the 
War Production Board—have told 
‘us that meats and fats, canned 
goods, sugar and shoes all will be 
in tight supply for some months 
to come, so it looks as if a ration 
‘book will be needed throughout 
most of next year,” Bowles said. 
Saying it has been set up to last 
‘from 10 to 15 months if necessary, 
he added: 


“We hope that book Five will 
be the last in the series of war- 
time ration books, and that there 
will be plenty of stamps we won't 
have to use.” 

The new A gasoline book will 
differ from the current book only 
in color. It also is prepared for 
use for about 15 months in the 
hope it will be the last needed, 

The book for food and shoes 
will have only numbered stamps 
of different colors and designs. 
The combination of letters and 
stamps now used on food coupons 
is being discontinued. 

OPA is printing about 150,000,- 
000 copies of book Five at a cost 
of about $750,000. Book Four cost 
a little more than twice that 
amount, 

Since the last series of blue 
processed food stamps in book 
Four will go into use Sept. 1, and 
the last red stamps Oct. 1, other 
stamps in that book will be used 
for the period before book Five 
becomes valid, OPA said.

Discloses He 
Concessions to Mollify 
Italy in 1940 — Dala- 
dier Second Witness to 
Testify.

PARIS, July 24 (AP)—Former 
Premier Paul Reynaud accused 
both Marshal Henri Philippe Pe- 
tain and King Leopold of Belgium 
of treachery tdday in surrender- 
ing to Germany and told the court 
trying Petain that a French-Brit- 
ish union is “an ideal which some 
day must be realized.” 

The first witness in the trial of 
the chief of state of the Vichy 
government said that the reason 
the British attacked the French 
fleet in North Africa in 1940 was 
that Prime Minister Churchill did 
not trust the word of Adm. Jean 


Darlan, Petain’s right hand man. 
Former Premier Edouard Daladier 


followed Reynaud to the stand, 

Daladier said he was testifying 
“sorrowfully, but without resent- 
ment.” 

He said he had no criticism of 
Petain between 1934 and 1939 be- 
cause “Petain during that period 
was held in the highest respect 
by both the army and nation.” 

Lowered Army Funds. 

Daladier, however, declared Pe- 

tain lowered the army’s fund for 


manufacturing war materials by 
20 per cent while Petain was a 
minister in 1934 “just when we 
should have been arming.” 

He said he had no idea whether 
Petain was in contact with the 
Cagoulards, an organization of 
subversive right wing elements. 
Court adjourned at 6:30 p.m, with 
Daladier still on the stand. 

In his testimony, Reynaud dis- 
closed that in 1940 he proposed 
concessions to keep Italy at peace, 
but that Prime Minister Churchill 
objected and no decision ever was 
taken, 

Reynaud said that when France 
was collapsing, President Roose- 
velt sent Petain an “extremely 
strong” message saying accept- 
ance of German armistice terms 
would imperi] the friendship of 
France with the United States. 

Petain, on trial for his life on 
accusations of intelligence with 
the enemy and plotting against 
the security of France, strode into 
the Palace of Justice courtroom 
20 minutes late on this second 
day of the hearing. He was clad 
in his marshal’s uniform; his face 
appeared fresh and expressionless. 

Wanted to Go to Africa. 

Reynaud said that on the day 
his cabinet fell, June 16, 1940, he 
did not oppose a ‘‘cease fire” order 
but was firmly against demands 


he wanted to transfer the govern- 
ment to French North Africa ani 
continue the war from there and 
was opposed by Petain and Gen. 
Maxime Weygand, commander in 
chief of the French forces. 

Reynaud said Petain had cor- 
rupted both Camille Chautemps, a 
former premier, and Darlan. He 
declared that Chautemps’ sudden 
advocacy of an armistice after 
his long stand in favor of con- 
tinuing the war could have been 
brought about only by Petain. 

Regarding Petain’s influence on 
Darlan, Reynaud said that the 
Marshal thereby brought about the 
capitulation of the French fleet, 
and through it, the armistice. 

Reyneud testified that at a cab- 
inet meeting onthe day he formed 
his government, Petain read a let- 
ter threatening to resign as vice 
premier if an armistice were not 
accepted. 

“The next day I received the 
great British project for union,” 
Reynaud said. 

He said Chautemps, a member of 
the Reynaud cabinet, opposed the 
plan, saying he did not want to

his resignation and that “this de- 
parture from the Treasury was 
not one of m yown choosing.” He 
made the statement at an inter- 
view after attending a luncheon 
of the New York State War 
Finance Committee. 

Morgenthau told the luncheon: 
“My 12 years under President 
Roosevelt’s magnificent leadership 
I felt ended when he died.” 

At the conclusion of his ex- 
temperaneous talk, reporters 
asked him for an elaboration of 
his remarks and he said: “It all 
happened the fifth of July. I 
would have liked to stay to V-J 
day. It didn’t work out that way.” 

He declined to be quoted fur- 
ther, but said the President had 
asked for his resignation in a 
letter and he had given it im- 
mediately.

Yanks Invade Chinese’ Island, 
‘Kill 5 Japs, Play a Ball Game 


By RICHARD BERGHOLZ 

FIFTH AIR FORCE HEAD- 
QUARTERS, Philippines, July 24 
(AP)—American sailors and sol- 
diers already have invaded China 
but the invasion was only a sort 
‘of private affair among the crew 
of one submarine and some air 
force men. 

The submariners were first, al- 
though exact dates have not been 
made public. They invaded China 
soil, a horseshoe-shaped island off 
Hong Kong, and finished off the 
‘campaign with a game of base- 
ball, 
| The submarine surfaced off the 
island one day and shelled the 
place with its deck gun. When 


'the skipper decided every visible 
|| building and sadio-tower was suf-

‘invaders shoved off for shore in 
rubber boats, 

Armed with pistols, carbines and 
a couple of tommy guns, the sail- 
fese searched the island and killed

They cleared off an area, laid

They erected a mast, ran up the 
Stars and Stripes and posted a 
sign notifying one and all that the 
island was occupied and trespass- 
ing was forbidden. Then they 
departed. 


Not long afterward word 
reached air force headquarters 
here that a small craft, presum- 
ably Japanese, was approaching 
the island. 


Volunteers grabbed guns and 
knives, jumped into a flying boat 
and flew to defend the island. 
They found no Japanese and no 
small craft approaching. They 
inspected the work of the subma- 
riners then returned to Luzon.

Record B-29 Attack. 

The greatest force of Superfor- 

tresses ever to take the air roared 
up from their Marianas bases to 
attack Osaka and Nagoya.

Tokyo placed the 
number at more than 700. 
. The B-29s dropped bombs—some 
of them two-tonners—on five war 
plants. The Superfortresses en- 
countered no fighter opposition 
— only moderate anti-aircraft 
ire. 

Japanese broadcasts reported 
Mustang fighters, Liberator bomb 
ers and other light aircraft from 
Iwo and Okinawa hammered wide- 
spread areas of southern Honshu 
in co-ordinated sorties. Normal- 
ly about 300 of these land-based 
planes hit Japan daily. 

Radio Tokyo admitted that 
“some 2000” American planes were 
over Honshu. It quoted a Kure 
naval station communique which 
confirmed that “vessels at anchor” 
as well as airfields were targets. 

The enemy communique said 
that about 30 B-29s escorted by 
Mustangs and 150 carrier planes 
started the raids at 6 a.m. Other 
waves followed. 

The Domei agency termed the 
2000-plane assault the “heaviest 
ever carried out on the home 
land.” It said damage to ships 
was light, but admitted that im- 
portant establishments at Osaka 
were hit and fireg started by B-29 
bombs. 

12 Jap Fighters Up. 

Lindsley’s dispatch said that the 
enemy, apparently goaded into ac- 
tion by the Third Fleet’s recent 
taunts, finally sent up a few planes 
to harass the attackers. 

Returning carrier pilots report- 
ed that 12 Japanese fighter planes 
swept out of the clouds and made 
passes at them. One Hellcat was 
lost in the swirling fight that fol- 
lowed. At least one Nipponese 
Plane was downed.

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MAGNUSON URGES 
JAPANESE BE TOLD 
THERE {5 NO HOPE 
OF EASY TERMS 


Tells Senate Quickest 
Way to Victory Is to 
‘Say That Uncondition- 
al Surrender Means 


Just That.’ 


WASHINGTON, July 24 (AP)— 
Senator Magnuson (Dem.), Wash- 
ington, won applause from uni- 
formed men in the galleries today 
when he told the Senate the 
quickest way to defeat Japan is 
to “say that unconditional sur- 
render means just that.” 

Magnuson took the floor during 
a speech by Senator Wheeler 
(Dem.), Montana, on the United 
Nations charter to assert that any 
softening in the American de- 
mands might be used by the Japa- 
nese militarists to ‘whip \up their 
people” in eontinuing the war. 

Wheeler had said that there is. 
a “rising flood of demands for a 
definition of our terms to the 
Japanese,” adding that many 
thought failure to otuline these 
terms might be prolonging the 
War. 

Magnuson interrupted to declare 
that the reverse result might be 
- true if there is any slackening in 
the demand for complete capitu- 
lation by the Japanese. He added: 

“An information that we mean 
anything but unconditional gsur- 
render will beu sed by the mili- 
tarists to whip up the Japanese 
people for further fighting.” 

Whipped Now, Wheeler Says. 

Remarking that “we can't go 
over there and run _ Japan,” 
Wheeler said that as a matter of 
fact the Japanese are whipped to- 
day and “if they had any sense 
they would give up the fight.” 

When Senator Wherry (Rep.), 
Nebraska, asked Magnuson 
whether he had said that uncondi- 
tional surrender meant annihila- 
tion of the Japanese people, Mag- 
nuson replied that it might mean 
“annihilation of the Japanese em- 
pire.” He was not speaking of 
destroying the people, he said. 

Wherry told a reporter earlier he 
planned to ask anew whether the 
State Department had received 
any peace offers and to call atten- 
tion to a compilation of purported 
feelers he said had been made by 
“a high military source” and for- 
warded to President Truman at 
Potsdam. 

Wherry said he had been hand- 
ed by this “high military source” 
a communication addressed to 
Truman and carrying suggestions 
of possible peace terms. 

The Nebraska Senator said these 
terms were based on feelers re- 
portedly received, but he said he 
did not know who had written the 
message to the President, 

“We're talking of peace here in 
connection with the United Na- 
tions charter,” Wherry said. “I 
want to know why we can’t lay 
down some peace terms under 
which Japan can surrender. I 
think that, if the President did 
that, we might get a surrender on 
our own terms that would end 
this war.” 

Text of Message. 

The purported missive, an un- 
signed copy of which was handed 
to a reporter by Wherry, follows: 

“President Harry S. Truman, 

“Potsdam Conference, 

“Potsdam, Germany: 

“Won't you stop slaughter of 
American boys and Japanese civil- 
fans immediately by message from 
Potsdam promising Japan that im- 
mediately after her unconditional 
surrender the Emperor will be re- 
instated in accordance with Secre- 
tary Byrnes’s promise that Japan 
shall retain her social and re- 
ligious freedom and that the Em- 
peror shall be empowered to set 
up a new cabinet, acceptable to 
the Allies and one that will pro- 
tect our vital interests; further, 
that we do not regard military oc- 
cupation of Japan proper as neces- 
sary but that a control eommis- 
sion be authorized to see to it 
that, while Japan’s social and eco- 
nomic problems are left in her 
own hands, her capacity for mili- 
tary aggression shall be complete- 
ly destroyed. Other terms would 
be as already proclaimed in Cairo 
declaration, with the added provi- 
sion for the ordered withdrawal of 
Japanese troops from the conti- 
nent after the Allies have moved 
in.” 

The Cairo declaration, signed in 
November 1942 by President Roose- 
velt, Prime Minister Churchill 
and Generalissimo Chiang Kai- 
shek, called for Japan to be 
stripped of all Pacific islands she 
has seized or occupied since out- 
break of World War I. Japan also 
would be forced to relinquish 
Manchuria, Formosa and the Pes- 
cadores and would be “expelled 
from all other territories she had 
taken by violence and greed.”

Asked if 
the fleet would be given to the 
Germans, Reynaud said Darlan re- 
plied: 

“I would sooner put it out to 
sea.” 

Later at Bordeaux, Reynaud 
quoted Darlan as saying: “I will 
see to it that the fleet does not 
fall into German hands.” 


He testified that Darlan—since 
assassinated in Algiers, where he 
was collaborating with the Amer- 
ican invasion—sent orders to the 
fleet command to sink the ships 
rather than let them fall into 
German. hands, 


“T immediately informed Church- 
ill of this message, but he had no 
faith in Darlan’s word and the 
result was Mers el Khebir” 
(Oran—where the _ British  at- 
tacked the French fleet in North 
Africa), Reynaud said, 


Refused Post in U. 8. 


The former Premier said that 
later Petdin nominated him for 
Ambassador to Washington and 
that he refused the post. 


“After that I became Public 
Enemy No. 1 in France,” he said. 
He told of the arrest of Georges 
Mandel, Minister of Interior in 
the Reynaud Cabinet, and of his 
trial in Algeria. He said Petain 
intervened, obtaining Mandel’s re- 
lease from a military tribunal in 
Algeria so that he could be trfed 
before the court at Riom. Later 
Mandel became a German prison- 
er and eventually was killed by 
two Vichy militiamen. 


Referring to his own arrest and 
questioning at Riom, Reynaud 
exclaimed: | 

“Can you imagine, gentlemen. 
I was arrested for embezzle- 
ment.” 


He said experts examined his 
estate and discovered he had in- 
structed his banker to buy for- 
eign securities, adding: 


“That is nothing, gentlemen, 
compared with actions of a cer- 
tain high personality who ordered 
our precious gold taken from the 
Bank of France and _ converted 
into foreign currency.” 

The “high personality” was not 
named. 

JOffre’s View of Petain. 
Reynaud recalled the opinion of 
Marshal Joffre regarding Petain, 
saying that after the battle of 
Verdun Petain lacked faith in the 
possibility of defending the for- 
tress. : 
“Joffre declared he found Pe- 
tain so defeated that he wanted 
to surrender the fortress,” Rey- 
naud said. 

Reynaud charged that Petain 
opposed fortifying the northern 
frontiers of France and also a two- 
year period of military service. 
The witness testified that while 
Petain still was ambassador to 
Spain before the battle of France 
began, the Marsha] told former 
Cabinet Minister Anatole De- 
monzie: - 
“France will need me the latttr 
part of May.” 

He said Chautemps still favored 
continuing the war early in May, 
1940, but suddenly changed his 
views and advocated an armistice. 
Reynaud asked: 

“Who corrupted him? Only Pe- 
tain could have corrupted him.” 
He said also that Petain “cor; 
rupted” Darlan and_ thereby 
brought about capitulation of the 
French fleet, asserting: 

“The armistice could not have 
been signed without capitulation 
of the fleet.” 

Reynaud closed his testimony 
with the words: “Never has a 
people been more mistaken than 
the French concerning Petain— 
never has a leader done so much 
harm to a people as Petain did.” 

Accuses Leopold. 

Defense counsel Fernand Payen 
and Judge Paul Mongibeaux 
clashed orally when the attorney 
charged that “infamous calum- 
nies” were habitual with Reynaud. 
He cited Reynaud’s accusation in 
1940 that King Leopold was a 
traitor. 

Reynaud broke into the discus- 
sion and asserted: “Certainly I 
accuse him (Leopold) of treason.” 

“It is a matter of historical 
fact,” he said, “that Leopold sur- 
rendered during the battle with- 
out warning anyone, that a 
French general had protested” and 
that he (Reynaud) had said in a 
radio speech at the time that 
“Leopold had acted as a traitor.” 

During cross-examination, Rey- 
naud repeated the opinion that 
Petain committed traitorous acts 
in signing the armistice.

Reynaud First Witness. 

Reynaud, first of the principal 
prosecution witnesses, had com- 
pleted about a third of his testi- 
mony when the opening session of 
the trial before the French high 
court of justice and a 24-man jury 
recessed late yesterday. 

In his account yesterday of his 
efforts to have the French govern- 
ment transferred to North Africa; 
Reynaud told the court that Pe- 
tain said, “You can’t abandon 
France.” Reynaud declared he had 
countered with the query: “Do you 
think we can govern France with 
Hitler here?” ; 

Apparently burning with anger, 
Reynaud began his attack on Pe- 
tain by stating: “I despise him! 
and when I was in prison I told 
him so.” Petain sat unperturbed 
in the prisoner’s dock less than a 
yard from Reynaud. Their eyes 
never met. 

Highlights of Testimony. 

The former premier, recounting 
the events which led up to the 
collapse of the Third French Re- 
public, testified, among other 
things: 

That he received a telephoned 
promise from the late President 
Roosevelt on June 5, 1940, of 
field guns and ammunition from 
the United States if the French 
would keep on fighting. 

That Darlan advocated attack- 
ing Germany through Belgium 
before the eGrmans could launch 
an offensive. 

That Gen. Weygand once sug- 
gested that the government re- 
turn to Paris and wait there as 
the Roman senate waited for 
the barbarians. 

That the French people and 
the general staff had been lulled 
by the illusion that the Maginot 
line would protect France and 
that the high command was 
“stupefied” at the German 
break-through at Sedan. 

Emotions Are Evident. 

Apparently struggling with pain- 
ful memories, Reynaud’ spoke 
smoothly for the most part, but 
there were times when his voice 
broke and his face worked with 
emotion. 

“But what was the Maginot 
line?” he asked. “It was two sec- 
tions of fortifications on a front 
of 500 miles. Did it ‘shield the 
traditional invasion. route? \t 
certainly did not.” 

Then Reynaud rapidly summar- 
ized the story of\ the German 
break-through which nullified the 
Maginot line with tanks and 
stukas.

Valdes said he. believed that no 
Americans were involved, either 
as victims or culprits. 

At the end of the “March of 
Death” across Bataan in 1942, a 
total of 52,000 Filipino prisoners 
were confined in O’Donnell. They 
were separated from American 
prisoners. When the _ imprison- 
ment ended more than a year 
later, 34,000 Filipinos had died of 
starvation and. disease. 

Food, Medicine Hoarded. 

Reports prompting the investi- 
gation asserted the mortality rate 
was accelerated because a small 
group of officers deprived the 
men of food and medicine. 

Valdes has received a letter 
charging that staff officers hoard- 
ed for their own use foodstuffs 
supplied by the Japanese and sent 
into the camp by civilians for the 
general welfare. It said that 
some doctors obtained medicines 
sent in by civilians and resold it 
to sick prisoners who applied to 
them for treatment. One quinine 
pill cost 50 cents. 

Treatment was denied when 
prisoners were unable to purchase 
medicines, it is charged. 

Prisoners Beaten. 

Letters reaching Valdes also 
assert Filipino officers placed in 
authorit® by the Japanese beat 
and kicked other prisoners. 

Heirs and beneficiaries of cap- 
tives who died in internment com- 
plained that they failed to receive 
money and personal effects be- 
longing to the deceased. 

Valdes said he had ordered 
commanders of all Philippine 
army camps to obtain testimony 
from officers and men who sur- 
viyed imprisonment and now are 
serving in the army. If the 
charges are proved, he said, they 
will be sufficient for immediate 
court-martial of all involved, 


000 ARRIVE IN NEW YORK 
ON FIRST OF 11 SHIPS DUE IN 


NEW YORK, July 24 (AP)— 
More than 500 troops came home 
today on a liberty ship, vanguard

Eight miles northwest, 
bombardiers aimed at the Kawa- 
nishi aircraft plant. 

Poor weather over Nagoya ne- 
cessitated instrument bombings of 
the cities of Kuwana and Tsu.

Two of today’s targets had been 
attacked by Superfortresses previ- 
ously—the Aichi-Eitoku aircraft 
plant and the Sumitomo light 
metals factory.

They were Lt. Gen. Otto Hoff- 
man of the Waffen S.S. and Col, 
Gen. Hans von Salmuth, formerly 
commander of the Fifteenth Ger 
man army in northern France and 
Holland.

MUSIC FESTIVAL 


Lionel Hampton’s Band 
Cheered by 16,000 — 
Paul Muni Reads Poem 


on Understanding.

Lionel Hampton and his boogie 
band vied with the thermometer 
tthe sixth annual American 
Negro Music Festival last night at 
Walsh Stadium, and Hampton 
won by at least 15 degrees. 

The two and one-half hour vari- 
ety show, which featured Paul 
Muni, motion picture star, and 
outstanding Negro entertainers of 
stage and radio, ended literally in 
a “smash” finish. Hampton’s 
vibraharp was knocked over as 
police escorted the musicians 
through a throng of wildly cheer- 
ing swing addicts who surged 
about the platform for the final 
number. 

The musical program ranged 
from classics and Negro spirituals 
to popular tunes and stomping- 
mad boogie-woogie. Few in the 
audience of 16,000 persons seemed 
to mind the sweltering 90-degree 
heat because most of Hampton’s 
music was hotter, and, if Walsh 
Stadium had a roof, it would have 
been rafsed by the reception given 
the last number, a large serving 
of jam called “Flying Home” with 
Hampton using a woodchopper’s 
technique to beat out the rhythm 
on a drum. 

Muni Reads Poem by Negro. 

Highlights of the program were 

Muni’s reading of ‘“Freedom’s 
Plow,” a poem by Langston 
Hughes, Negro poet, tracing devel- 
opment of racial understanding in 
this country, and a tribute to the 
late President Roosevelt in which 
a massed chorus of 500 female 
voices sang his favorite hymn, 
“Faith of Our Fathers,” and Chief 
Petty Officer Graham Jackson 
sang and played “Going Home” on 
his piano accordion. 
Jackson, an Atlanta Negro mu- 
sician who gave up a $200-a-week 
income to join the Navy in 1942 
and “whoop it up at recruiting 
rallies,” often entertained Presi- 
dent Roosevelt in the White House 
in Washington and the Little 
White House in Warm Springs. 

W. C. Handy on Platform. 
Seated on the platform through- 
out the show was the venerable 
W. C. Handy, composer of “St. 
Louis Blues,” who was kept busy 
during the evening signing auto- 
graphs, despite his blindness, Fea- 
tured at the festival last year, he 
did not take part in last night’s 
show. 

Tone of the program was set 
in the first number by Hampton’s 
orchestra, a torrid version of ‘St. 
Louis Blues” which Handy proba- 
bly had difficulty in recognizing, 
with Hampton taking a solo on 
his vibraharp, on which he played 
to fame with Benny Goodman's 
band. 

Other orchestral offerings in- 
cluded “Hamp’s Boogie,” which 
may have been heard by Munici- 
pal Opera patrons in nearby For- 
est Park; “Stardust” and “Em- 
braceable You.”

Philippine islands are_ rapidly

The number of service troops, 
many coming direct from Eu- 
rope, to handle supplies and con- 
struction will be more than dou- 
ble the number already engaged 
in such work; 

Millions of square feet of stor- 
age space, equivalent to 205 city 
blocks, will be required to han- 
dle incoming war goods, and, 

Rear bases in the South Pa- 
cific, Australia and New Guinea 
will be “rolled up” as rapidly as 
possible with troops and supplies 
moving forward to the Philip- 
pines. 

Styer said that approximately 
600,000 tons of supplies including 
about everything an army needs 
would be left behind in Australia 
and New Guinea on a “caretaker 
status” with Dutch and Australian 
army forces taking over part of

The amiable German mood fa- 
vored a new political undertaking 
on which the Hitler clique was al- 
ready at work. Germany had 
achieved a substantial position in 
central Europe. The next ob- 
jective was to lull France to sleep, 
so that Germany might have a 
free hand for expansion in the 
east. On Oct. 20, 1938, the sug- 
gestion was conveyed to M. Fran- 
cois Poncet, our Ambassador in 
Berlin,.that a Franco-German dec- 
Jaration of mutual understanding 
was desirable. 

On Nov. 24, a document was 
drafted recalling that the Fuehrer 
had declared that there were no 
substantial differences of princi- 
ple likely to interfere with friend- 
ly relations between France and 
Germany. Then Joachim von Rib- 
bentrop, the German Foreign Min- 
ister, came to Paris and left 
Georges Bonnet, the French For- 
eign Minister, with the impression 
—subseqtently sent as an official 
note to all our ambassadors—that 
German policy would be directed 
against Bolshevism. 


Mask Thrown Off. 


The mask was thrown off, how- 
ever, when France reminded Ger- 
many that she had undertaken at 
Munich to participate in an inter- 
national guarantee of the new 
Czechoslovak frontiers. 

When the matter was raised, on 
Dec. 22, by a new Ambassador in 
Berlin, M. Maurice Coulondre, Rib- 
bentrop said: “Since Germany is 
the predominant power in that 
region, surely the guarantee of 
the Reich is sufficient for al] pur- 
poses’” 

On March 2, 1939, the French 
Government received a note from 
the Wilhelmstrasse, intimating 
that France had no right to con- 
cern herself with central Euro- 
pean affairs. It referred in men- 
acing terms to any attempt the 
western powers might make to 
intervene on behalf of Czecho- 
‘slovakia. 

Reporting on March 14, M, Cou- 
londre wrote that German plans 
for the disruption of Czechoslo- 
vakia had been in existence since 
February. On the afternoon of 
March 14, German troops entered 
Czech territory. 


Hitler Summons Hacha. 

M. Coulondre reported on March 
16. “President Emil Hacha of 
Czechoslovakia and M. Frantisek 
Chvalkosky, the Czechoslovak For- 
eign Minister, summoned to Ber- 
lin, were told in brutal tones by 
the Fuehrer in the presence of 
Ribbentrop and Goering that the 
time was not one for negotiations 

. that any attempt at resist- 
ance would be crushed, . Oppo- 
sition would be met by the Ger- 
roan bomber force. Prague 
would be occupied at 10 a.m. the 
following day. 

“President Hacha, who is a very 
old man, was in a state of acute 
physical depression. He collapsed 
«in a faint. . He was revived 
; then signed the document 
presented to him. It asserted that 
‘the Czech Government felt ‘en- 
tire confidence’ in the Fueh- 
rer . . 

On that same day, March 16, 
Ronnet sent a telegram to M. 
Charles Corbin, our Ambassador 
in London, in which he asked him 
to emphasize to the British Gov- 
ernment that the policy of Munich 
had failed. And the French Am- 
bassador in Warsaw reported that 
fresh German action in the East 
was expected—probably against 
Poland. 


French Protest Refused. 

The Wilhelmstrasse on March 
18 refused to accept a French 
protest. The Germans alleged that 
“certain verbal assurance” had 
been given Ribbentrop by Bonnet 
when the agreement of Dec. 6 
was signed. Bonnet protested 
that the Wilhelmstrasse’s state- 
ments were extravagant. But the 
trick had been played, without 
anyone lifting so much as a little 
finger. 

The road to Warsaw now lay 
open, 

o * + 

Our first bond with Poland had 
been the military convention bear- 
ing the signature of Marshal Foch. 
Georges Bonnet had furthermore 
undertaken to go to war in de- 
fense of Poland as well as of 
Romania, Greece, Holland and 
Switzerland. No foreign minister 
has ever been so lavish in dis- 
tributing French pledges—though 
this was done, of course. with the 
assent of his colleagues. 
Bonnet’s Plan to Welch. 

After the surrender of Bordeaux, 
when Bonnet was denouncing the 
“warmongers, his friends took 
great pains to explain that he 
himself had given these pledges 
with the fixed intention of refus- 
ing to honor them when the time 
came. His idea was that all such 
engagements should lead to settle- 
ments of the same character as 
that of Munich. 

When the threat of war was im- 
minent, during the second half of 
August, 1939, Bonnet called a 
meeting of the ministers con- 


cerned with national defense. 
was attended by the commander 
in chief, but not by Mandel, then 
Minister of the Colonies. Bonnet 
is said to have hoped that the 
state of our military preparations 
revealed at this meeting would 
provide him with a pretext for 
evading our engagement toward 
Poland. The meeting took place 
in the Rue Saint Dominique, in 
Premier Daladier’s office.

$2500 TAX-EXEMPT 
IF HOUSE MEMBER 
USES IT INWORK 


WASHINGTON, July 24 (AP)— 
The Treasury has ruled that the 
new $2500-a-year expense allow- 
ance for House members is tax 
exempt if spent in performing of- 
ficial duties. 

Commissioner of Internal Reve- 
nue Joseph D. Nunan Jr. in- 
formed Representative O’Nea|l 
(Dem.), Kentucky, that the legis- 
lators would not have to itemize 
the spending of the $2500 in their 
tax returns: They must. state, 
however, that the money was “fully 
expended in the performance of 
official duties.” (Ordinarily a tax- 
payer claiming deductions for 
business expenses must itemize 
these expenses.) 

However, if requested by the 
internal revenue agent examining 
his return, a member “will, like 
any other taxpayer who receives 
an expense allowance for his em- 
ployer, be required to substantiate 
the claimed deduction by showing 
that the entire $2500 was used for 
expenses which are properly de- 
ductible” under the internal rev- 
enue code. 


D-DAY VESSELS WITHDRAWN; 
NAVY'S LAST IN BRITAIN AREA 


WASHINGTON, July 24 (AP)— 
The Navy announced yesterday 
withdrawal of the last United 
States naval ships from United 
Kingdom waters.

So many Superfortresses are 
based on the 32-square-mile island 
that they give it the appearance 
of a vast aircraft carrier, on 
whose coral “decks” are laid out 
miles of runways, taxiways and 
buildings.

E are winning the Pacific 
W war, but apparently we are 

to keep right on winning it 
in the hardest possible way. The 
that Gen. MacArthur is to have 
over-all supervision of land forces 
during the final stages, Gen. 
Spaatz Command of the air forces 
and Adm. Nimitz of those on the 
sea says nothing about who is in 
top-ranking command of opera- 
tions over-all or what happens 
when there is a difference of 
opinion. 

The implications are brought 
out by the latest report from Oki- 
nawa which says that there were 
originally some 100,000 Japanese 
troops on the island, to which 
were added some 650,000 Okina- 
wans conscripted and _ rather 
hastily trained. This figure is to 
be compared with the original 
estimate of 75,000 Japanese there. 


For the invasion, our forces 
used six whole divisions, with part 
of another in the later stages. The 
six divisions would add up to 
90,000 men and this would leave 
the Japanese with a considerable 
numerical superiority at the start 
of the campaign, which doubtless 
helps to explain why taking the 
island was so very tough and such 
a lengthy business. This makes 
it look as though the delay and 
casualties of the campaign were 
due to an underestimate of the 
enemy’s force. But this is not the 
whole story. 

From all the information now 
dicate that, even if the Japanese 
forces had been correctly estimat- 
ed, any more than those six divi- 
sions could have been brought to 
the battle of Okinawa. Every sin- 
gle division of the ground forces 
that have been working with the 
Navy was put in there with the 
exception of those who have re- 
cently fought on Iwo and were 
badly in need of rest, recruitment 
and retraining. 

The only other forces in the Pa- 
cific ocean area at the time were 
those under MacArthur’s com- 
mand. Apparently he had other 
fish to fry—or wished to fry other 
fish. which comes to the same 
thing. 

What this adds up to is that, 
although we had in the Pacific 
forces enough to have given a 
crushing superiority in the Okli- 
nawa campaign, these forces could 
not be brought to bear on the 
island because of the division of 
command. The fact that the vic- 
tory was obtained certainly should 
not be allowed to obscure the 
other fact that it cost more than 
it probably should.

A World Food Program 


The Senate’s unanimous approval of this coun- 
try’s membership in the Food and Agriculture 
Organization of the United Nations is over- 
shadowed by the debates on Bretton Woods and 
the Charter, but its importance should not be 
minimized. The action puts the United States 
into partnership with the 23 other countries, 
with more to follow, that have ratified the first 
permanent United Nations agency to be created. 
Its objective is nothing less than the carrying 
out of that important postwar objective, free- 
dom from want. 

FAO may be erroneously viewed by some as an 
agency for feeding the hungry people of liberated 
and defeated countries. That, however, is the 
work of UNRRA. The function of FAO is on 
a long-term basis, with the high concept of in- 
creasing food production and food consumption 
all over the world. In other words, its task is 
helping provide’ bread, butter and jobs for all 
peoples. Or, as it is formally set forth in the 
pledge adopted by delegates from 44 nations in 
1943, at the food conference at Hot Springs, Va.: 


To raise the level of nutrition and the 
standard of living of the peoples under their 
jurisdiction; 

To improve the efficiency of agricultural 
production and distribution. 


This is a large undertaking, but the potential 
dividends in human well-being and security, in 
economic revival and world trade, are enormous. 

It is a lamentable truth that there are people 
in every country, even the most prosperous, who 
do not get enough to eat. It was éstimated at 
Hot Springs that 40 of the world’s 60 nations, in- 
cluding most colonial areas, have generally sub- 
standard diets. A billion and a half of the 
world’s 2,100,000,000 people need more food. 

They need it, for one reason, to keep down 
Wisease and prolong human life. In India, where 
large-scale famine is frequent, the average length 
of life was estimated in 1931 as 27 years; in 
well-fed Holland, the expectancy was 66. 

The possible economic gains are impressive as 
well. It ‘was estimated in 1939 that if every 
American family had an adequate—not a liberal 
—diet, there would have to be an increase of 
40,000,000 acres in land used for growing food. 
Vegetable and fruit production would have to be 
expanded 25 per cent, milk production 39 per 
cent, egg production 23 per cent. 

Over the world as a whole, even greater in- 
creases would be necessary, in amounts ranging 
to 100 and 200 per cent in many countries. 

No statistics are required to convey an idea 
of what huge economic benefits, in farm income 
and in employment, would be made possible by 
such increases in food production. The increased 
buying power of farm workers alone would mean 
a-stimulus to factory production, and greater 
employment, in turn, in that field. 

But, of course, there must be a market for 
the extra food before it can be profitably pro- 
duced, unless subsidy steps in. This is where the 
FAO’s great task of planning, education and or- 
ganizing comes in. It is also a part of the 
whole United Nations Organization’s task, for 
better diets depend upon the status of world 
trade, fiscal stability, full employment, national 
security and peace. 

The FAO proposes to sponsor mechanization 
and other improvements in farming methods, es- 
pecially in backward countries. It proposes to 
help farmers acquire mechanized aids, fertilizers 
It will work for improved 
transport and distribution, opening of unde- 
veloped areas, development of new industries, 
promotion of research. It will gather facts and 
figures, and will send out missions to assist the 
various regions. 

All this may sound idealistic, but only because 
the world is so accustomed to hunger and under- 
nourishment, and to the paradox of want in the 
midst of plenty. Surely man’s intelligence is 
equal to the task of seeing that the earth’s 
bounty is so increased and so distributed that 
every person can have three square meals a day. 

This is a simple, elemental objective. It is 
good to know that America will join the world 
co-operation toward its achievement, for the 
mutual good of all mankind.

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The Role of NCPAC. 


A heavy vote in the 1946 congressional elec- 
tions is a primary aim of the National Citizens’ 
Political Action Committee, according to state- 
ments made in St. Louis by Chairman Benson 
and Vice Chairman Baldwin. That is admirable 
in itself. It is also clearly in the public in- 
terest that we avoid the sharp rightward re- 
action that often comes with light voting. Any 
agency which makes people think hard on polit- 
ical questions and then cast their votes is do- 
ing a good democratic work. 

It is also promising that the committee re- 
iterates its intention not to become a partner or 
an adjunct of the Democratic party. In keeping 
with this declaration of independence, the com- 
mittee calls today on the national chairmen of 
both parties to get busy on the FEPC question. 

Some people, of course, will charge a plot to 
take control of both parties, but that could never 
happen unless the vigor was first gone out of the 
parties, which it isn’t. Such red herrings aside, 
we may entertain the hope that the committee 
will prevent the renomination of a few Demo- 
crats like Rankin and Republicans like Knutson. 

Many citizens in sympathy with the commit- 
tee’s work hold it at arm’s length, regarding it 
as good as long as its behavior is good. That is 
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an excellent attitude toward any political insti- 
tution. Giving credit where credit is due, how- 
ever, one must concede that this committee, and 
its CIO parent, have done much to build “liberal” 
suffrage up to parity with “conservative.” Do- 
ing so has improved the chance of independent 
voters to win elections. 

On that account, confirmed now in the new 
declaration of purpose, independents will be 
wise to go on defending it against those who 
would brand PAC a menace. 
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A Wholesome Exchange 
In his reply to an open letter addressed to 
him by John S. Knight, editor of the Chicago 
Daily News and other papers, Lord Beaverbrook 
made an effective and interesting statement of 


the British war effort, compared with ours. Mr. , 


Knight: had written that anti-British feeling in 
this country was rising because American forces 
were stronger numerically than British in the 
closing stages of the German war, and because 


of a belief that Britain’s full power was not be- 


ing employed in the Far East. 

In terms of total manpower contributed, in 
casualties suffered and in bomb tonnage dropped, 
Beaverbrook shows that the British, considering 
comparative population figures, have contributed 
their full share to the war on the Continent. As 
to the war in the Far East, Beaverbrook points 
out Britain’s disadvantage in shipping distances 
and bases, but assures Knight that “we have no 
intention of reserving the defeat of Japan to 
the Americans.” 

We think the Knight-Beaverbrook exchange is 
a wholesome thing. Perhaps there should be 
more such exchanges among Americans, British, 
Russian, Chinese, French and other peoples. This 
newspaper recently exchanged views with a Rus- 
sian editor, David Zaslavsky of Pravda in Mos- 
cow, in which the Post-Dispatch told of American 
misunderstandings about Russia and Zaslavsky 
replied in kind. 

If there were more of this, giving people in 
Allied countries a chance to get grievances off 
their chests and out into the open, it would 
make for better relationships. There are bound 
to be such grievances, and to a large degree they 
are not based so much on fact as on prejudice. 
There is no better way to knock poorly-based 
grievances into a cocked hat than to hit them 
with a few solid facts.

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Housing Aid Coming Up 

Federal aid of $25,000,000 a year to public 
housing projects, proposed in a bill to be intro- 
duced in the Senate this week, is none too large. 
It is much greater, however, than it may seem. 
Under the present formula, which permits annual 
Federal contributions not to exceed 3 per cent of 
project capital costs, it would support at least 
$833,000,000 of construction a year. Under a 
single-payment capital grant system, which other- 
wise seems preferable, it would support a small- 
er amount. 

This bill, or some other subsidy measure, will 
probably be adopted by the present Congress. 
For better or worse, Federal-aid housing seems 
clearly fated to expand for at least several years 
to come, Much as some people may dread the 
thought, it is therefore only provident to pursue 
St. Louis’s application for 12,000 additional dwell- 
ing units. Because St. Louisans will be involun- 
tary contributors to any Federal subsidy funds, 
we cannot afford not to draw on them, particu- 
larly because many of our people are so poor that 
we shall need every available aid to get them de- 
cently sheltered. 

Whatever bill is adopted, it should provide for 
better projects than have come from the previous 
Federal-aid program. Because of bad design 
dictated from Washington and endlessly repeated 
over the country, Clinton-Peabody and Carr 
Square are sadly deficient in both esthetic and 
utilitarian values. To expand on this model would 
be intolerable. It is urgent, therefore, that 
Washington adopt better standards on its own 
part, and especially that sponsoring municipali- 
ties be given a greater voice in planning neigh- 
borhoods they are going to have to live with for 
60 years or 580. 

To oppose the basic idea of Federal aid would 


be wasted breath. By that very token, however, : 


St. Louis should plead with Congress on its own, 
and join with other cities in pleading, for the 
abatement of evils that have grown up with the 


system, 
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Dies and Rankin 


To those who are made a little ill by Congress- 
man John E. Rankin, a word of consolation can 
be offered. He is not so dangerous as Martin 
Dies, his spiritual predecessor, was. 

Along with Rankin, Dies would have delighted 
to apply red paint to Hollywood and the Army 
and any other convenient object. Dies, however, 
is too shrewd a bigot to accuse the Secretary of 
War (who was President Hoover’s Secretary of 
State), the Under Secretary (appointed by Hoover 
to the Federal bench) and an Assistant Secre- 
tary (who came to Government service from a 
gilt-edged firm of corporation lawyers) of “using 
their offices to indoctrinate men with communis- 
tic philosophy.” Rankin makes that accusation 
almost a routine statement, and some compulsion 
in his unwholesome nature will undoubtedly lead 
him thence to even greater excesses. 

Congressman Sabath characterized Rankin 
perfectly whem he said that he “takes every 
chance and opportunity that he can grab to put 
into the record statements that unfortunately 
seem to follow the policy and program of Hitler 
and Goebbels.” Among even so gullible a fol- 
lowing as Dies enjoyed, only the lunatic fringe 
will stick with him to these anti-American 
lengths.

A League Opponent Backs Charter

Kansas Senator who voted against Covenant in 1919 fight tells why 
he is supporting new plan for world security; Senate was irritated 
of by Wilson's “one-man show,” but this time took an active part in 
drafting document; Big Five veto provision wise, Capper declares. 


From a Radio Address by Senator Arthur Capper of Kansas 


It was most interesting to me to compare 
the procedure being followed in consider- 
ing the United Nations Charter written at 
San Francisco with that followed in the 
handling of the League of Nations Cove- 
nant 26 years ago, 

I have had the rather rare opportunity 
of participating as a Senator. from Kansas 
in the consideration of both proposals—1919 
and 1945. 

As you know, the Senate failed to ratify 
the League of Nations Covenant. But the 
United Nations Charter now before us will 
be ratified, almost unanimously, when the 
vote comes in the Senate. As I listened to 
the testimony before the Foreign Relations 
Committee, I could not help but reflect on 
the possibility, I might say the probability, 
that the United States would have joined 
the League if just one or two things had 
been handled differently in 1918-19. 


A Contrast in Handling 


In the first place, the Covenant of the 
Teague, so far as the United States was 
concerned, wag a “one-man” document. 


President Woodrow Wilson, with the best 
intentions in the world, went to Paris and 
conducted the negotiations for the United 
States virtually by himself. He did not take 
along a member of the Senate, either Demo- 
crat or Republican, He did not consult with 
members of Congress at all. 


The Versailles conferences were decided- 
ly secret affairs. Neither the Congress nor 
the people were given any opportunity to 
learn about the proceedings, or what was 
in the Covenant, until it was completed. 
Then the Covenant was sent to the Senate, 
with the demand that it be ratified without 
changing it in any shape. 

This time the matter has been handled 
much more intelligently and fairly. Mem- 
bers of the Senate Committee on Foreign 
Relations, of both political parties, have 
been consulted constantly by the State De- 
partment in the various stages of the pro- 
ceedings. 

Two members of the Senate committee, 
and two from the House Committee on For- 
eign Affairs, were on the United States 
delegation to San Franciscos They helped 
write the Charter—through them the Sen- 
ate itself participated. There is a feeling in 
the Senate that the result is “our work.” 


That may seem a small thing at first 
glance, but human nature being what it is 
—and the Senate being what it is under 
the. Constitution and the American system 
of government—this difference in proced- 
ure of itself could easily spell the difference 
between ratification and failure to ratify. 


No Senate Advice in 1919 


The Constitution provides that the Presi- 
dent shall negotiate treaties, with the advice 
and consent of the Senate—a Senate in 
which every state has equal representation. 
The Senate’s advice was not taken in nego- 
tiation of the Covenant of the League of 
Nations. During World War II, the Sen- 
ate’s advice was asked, and the Senate feels 
a good deal of its advice was taken, in 
drawing up the United Nations Charter. 


Then there are other important differ- 
ences, not only in procedure, but in the 
structure and formation of the United Na- 
tions Organization and the earlier League 
of Nations. I will cite just one of them. 


The most important reservation made by 
the Senate in its consideration of the 


League of Nations Covenant was the one 
which preserved the right of the United 
States itself to say whether United States 
forces should be used to enforce a decision 
of the League in dealing with an aggressor. 


If President Wilson had been willing to 
accept that one reservation (the others were 
not really so important, but were much 
along the same line), I believe it is general- 
ly admitted now the League of Nation 
Covenant would have been ratified, : 


Wilson Was Adamant 


IT was one of more than 30 Senators who 
voted for that reservation, but President 
Wilson was adamant against any changes 
or reservations to his League Covenant, And 
it was the Administration forces of Presi- 
dent Wilson that refused, on the showdown, 
to ratify the League Covenant with the res- 
ervations. That is history. 


Well, this time that principal reservation 
is written into the Charter which the Sen- 
ate will ratify within the coming two or 
three weeks. 


You have noted, of course, that each 
member of the so-called Big Five has the 
so-called “veto power.” All that means is 
that unless all members of the Big Five 
agree, the United Nations organization can- 
not use military force to prevent or halt 
an aggressor, The United States is one of 
the Big Five. Therefore, the big thing that 
the “little group of willful men” in the Sen- 
ate fought for in 1919 is included in the 
United Nations Charter of 1945. 


Those two points alone, in my judgment, 
are sufficient to ratify the present charter. 


The Charter is a great improvement over 
the Dumbarton Oaks proposals, It recog- 
nizes the place of regional organizations of 
nations, such as the Pan+American Union, 
in the scheme of things. It is more specific 
in regard not only to the powers of the Se- 
curity Council, but also as to the rights of 
the General Assembly. 


Praise for the Plan 


I say the United Nations Organization, 
as created through the Charter now under 
consideration, is an honest and sincere at- 
tempt to utilize the powers that the big 
nations have through a military alliance, 
plus the potential powers that an associa- 
tion of all nations, great and small, may 
develop through a world-wide consultative 
association, to create the machinery through 
which differences and disputes among na- 
tions may be settled without recourse to 
that scourge of mankind, all-out war. 


On that basis I am giving the United 
Nations Charter my unqualified 100 per 
cent support. I shall even resolve certain 
doubts that still exist in my mind and op- 
pose any attempts to adopt reservations to 
the resolution ratifying the Charter. 


Now that it is settled in the minds of 
the very great majority of the American 
people that the United States should be- 
come part of the United Nations Organiza- 
tion to preserve peace, I say the only way 
to go into that organization is to go in com- 
pletely, go in wholeheartedly, and then 
everyone do his and her level best to 
make the plan work, If it does not work— 
well, that will be just too bad for all of us.

Career of Gertrude Lawrence 


Has a Rags-to-Riches Theme 


‘A Star Danced,’’ by Gertrude Lawrence. (Double 

day, Doran & Co., Garden City, N. Y.) 

On a Sunday excursion to Brighton one 
summer when she was a little girl, Ger- 
trude Lawrence put a penny in a f 
telling slot machine, and waited eagerly 
for the pink cardboard which would pop 
out to tell her destiny. “A star danced, and 
you were born,” it read, and Gertie accepted 
the words at once as a prediction that she 


‘would become a dancer and some day be 


a star. 

Many summers later, she dashed from her 
home at Dennis, Cape Cod, amer a hasty 
summons to fly at once to England and go 
on tour for ENSA, the British USO. The 
account of that trip, which included the 
war fronts in France and Belgium, is in- 
termingled with flashbacks that tell the 
story of her past life, after the pattern of 
“Lady in the Dark,” one of Miss Lawrence's 
most successful plays. 

Theater-goers who have fallen under the 
spell of the suave, sophisticated Gertrude 
Lawrence, whose every gesture and every 
airy inflection breathe the charm of perfect 
assurance, may find it difficult to realize 
the insecurity on which all her poise was 
built, and the hard struggle for success 
which she endured, 

* * . 

Her first dancing lessons were as a free 
pupil. Her ne’er-do-well father, also of the 
stage, could do little to help her, She was 
a chorus girl in a company touring the 
provinces, and for a time, after a manager 
decamped, she worked as a barmaid. Her 
story is in the rags-to-riches tradition, and 
the rebuffs, firings and financial crises in 
its early stages were plentiful. 

Miss Lawrence tells all these discourag- 
ing episodes with charming frankness, and 
the story of her later fabulous successes is 
equally candid. An important figure in hef 
rise was Noel Coward, a friend since child- 
hood dancing-school days, with whom she 
starred later in his plays, “Private Lives” 
and “Tonight at 8:30." Her introduction to 
America came in 1924, with Chariot’s Re- 
vue, in which she was co-starred with Bea- 
trice Lillie. 

Miss Lawrence’s autobiography is as 
vivacious and gay and spontaneous as her 
personality. She has obviously enjoyed 
telling her story, and she tells it well, And 
she enjoyed entertaining the men at war, 
because, for one reason, she is eternally 
grateful to the group of Tommies who 
chipped in shillings in World War I so she 
could go to London and accept her first 
real stage opportunity.

It is time to remind ourselves 
that virtually the same English- 
men are wielding power in Lon- 
don whose support of Italian, 
German and Spanish Fascism 
brought on the war. The fight- 
ing revealed the stoutness of their 
hearts.

An Anti-Fascist Majority. 


Come back to Italy. There was, 
unquestionaby, when we landed 
at Sorrento in the autumn of 1943, 
a potentially democratic, non-Com- 
munist, non-Fascist, non-clerical, 
‘anti-royakst Italian majority. This 
majority was, like the rest of the 
Italians, guilty of having passively 
connived at the Mussolinian tyr- 
anny and at Mussolini’s war. But 
it was heartily sick of both, Italy 
was ripe for a new attempt at self- 
government. 

Therefore, although there was 
some reason for treating Italy 
roughly as a beaten enemy, there 
was more yeason for the Ufiited 
States and Great Britain to ‘treat 
Italy as a_ partially repentant 
prodigal. For, under present cir- 
cumstances, it is to the interest 
of both democracies to see 4as 
strong an Italy as possible. (Just 
as, only more so, it is to their in- 
terest to reconstruct a France of 
maximum potential power.) 


A Doubly Bad Bargain. 


Roosevelt and Churchill thought 
otherwise. Churchill agreed to al- 
low the President to make his 
classical blunder in North Africa 
in exchange for a free hand in 
making a mess of Italy. The mess 
in Italy is still going on—with an 
American at the head of the Al- 
lied Commission responsible for 
the application of a policy harm- 
ful to American interests and*re- 
pugnant to American feelings.

After nearly two years of Allied?

still hungry and miserable. The 
workers are “barefoot and _ in 
rags.” Italians are not allowed 
to exchange books and publica- 
tions with the United States. 
(Why not?) The promise inherent 
in the nomination of the present 
Premier—the high-quality Ferrue- 
cio Parri, is being frittered away. 
Nothing is left the Italians but 
somber despair at the bottom of 
which scarlet wrath is beginning 
to accumulate. 

Obviously, the only ultimate 
beneficiaries of this doltish and 
reactionary policy will be the 
people against whom it is aimed. 
The Communist riots at Andria, 
near Bari, were a first taste of 
what we may expect anywhere— 
unless Washington speedily in- 
duces London to change its tune 
or the British voters bring in a 


government with broader views.

TO SHORT CIRCUIT 


The mystery of the “hor corner” 
in the Shapleigh Hardware Co. 
basement at 900 Spruce street was 
solved today, and the explanation 
was simple. 

The original theory that decom- 
position of refuse material dumped 
95 years ago into the old bed of 
Chouteau pond, site of the Shap- 
leigh building, partly explained 
the phenomenon, but the missing 
link of what caused the organic 
material to start decomposing 
after almost a century was not 
supplied unti] today, 

Workmen digging in the “hot 
corner” felt slight electrical 
shocks and this led to discovery 
of a short circuit. A wire had 
come in contact with a steel post 
behind the wall of a first-floor 
office and the post conducted the 
electricity through the basement 
floor into the ground. 

Although an electrical circuit 
was set up, the connection was 
poor because of materials under 
the floor that offered resistance 
to its passage. The materials be- 


came heated, much as the fila-. 


ment in an electrical toaster. Thus, 
heat generated by the resistance 
in the electric current’s path to 
ground started decomposition of 
the moist refuse.

There is one organization, how- 
ever, that has not forgotten about 
these elections.

Fostered by the CIO, and now 
called the National Citizens’ Po- 
litical Action Committee, this ag- 
gressive group, with its closely 
knit leadership, is already begin- 
ning to lay the lines for next year. 
The plan to be followed is very 
much like the 1944 blueprint that 
brought labor’s political strength 
into sharp focus in strategic cen- 
ters. 

Elmer Benson, chairman of 
PAC’s executive council, and C. © 
Baldwin, vice chairman, are now 
making a nation-wide political 
survey that will take them into 
most congressional districts in the 
industrial states and many rural 
districts. They are sparking the 
political organization that will 
work toward electing PAC-ap- 
proved Congressmen. 


It Can Produce Votes. 


In a form letter s@ént out to 
labor leaders’ and political organ- 
izers whom they will confer with 
on the present trip, Benson said: 

“The work ahead is momentous. 
In less than 15 months, we will 
hold congressional elections and 
the hopes of millions of people 
will either be sustained or broken 
by the kind of Congress we elect. 
Electing a good Congress, a truly 
representative Congress, requires 
one thing above all else—a heavy 
vote. In the past, these congres- 
sional elections, which have heen 
held without the drawing card of 
a presidential campaign, have 
generally resulted in light votes 
and far-from-representative Con- 
gresses.” 

PAC demonstrated last fall that 
it could get out the vote. Par- 
ticularly, or course, in major in- 
dustrial areas such as Detroit, the 
work of organization was highly 
effective. Anyone who saw that 
Detroit office, with the master 
file of some half-million United 
Auto Workers as a starter, could 
not help but be impressed with 
the political skill of this newcom- 
er in the national arena.

Call it stupidity, call it in- 
difference, call it heedlessness, 
whatever you want to—the result 
is likely to make it easier for PAC 
to knock out Congressmen whom 
this wing of labor does not like 
and elect men and women who 
will hew to the PAC line, 

Stampeding for a recess, Con- 
gress passes a bill that will give 
business more than five billion 
dollars in direct tax relief—in ef- 
fect, money in the bank. This is 
done in a rush, when it is doubtful 
whether business needs that aid 
now. Only very few business 
firms have taken advantage of the 
contract termination loans avail- 
able when the Government ends 
a war contract. 

What has Congress done about 
increasing unemployment compen- 
sation payments in accord with 
President, Truman’s request? 
About the full employment bill? 
Nothing, or next to nothing. 

These measures are not solely 
for labor’s benefit, not by any 
means, Sizable unemployment, 
without a ,Government cushion, 
could send the whole economy 
into a tailspin. Some Congress- 
men see the handwriting on the 
wall. In the House, 102 members 
have signed up as co-sponsors of 
the Patman full-employment bill. 

The House will recess until Oct. 
8. PAC will be working hard in 
that interval. The results are 
likely to show up when the elec- 
tion returns come in 15 months 
from now.

WASHINGTON, July 24. (AP)— 
The OPA issued regulations yes- 
terday designed to prevent exces- 
sive charges to consumers for sur- 
plus war goods.

ASE G-230: Rev. Harvey O., aged 31, is the kind of clergy- 
R man who brings a smile to Christ’s face, every time He 

looks down on St. Louis. “I have been a faithful follower 
of your Case Records in our Post-Dispatch,” he began, “and 
am one of your disciples. It does pay to Jearn the psychological 
technique for getting along with people. I have employed your 
column and many of your charts or bulletins in my work as 
pastor. i 

“My church had an average attendance of 100 when I came 
here three years ago. Now we average 450 per Sunday. The 
offerings have increased from an average of $300 per month.to 
well over $700 monthly. What grieves me is to see some of 
the older clergymen failing to utilize these tested psychological 
techniques which you make available to every intelligent person 
who is willing to learn. 
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“] HAVE IN MIND a very devout minister who is old 
enough to be my father. He spends long hours in preparation 
of hig sermon, shutting himself in his study many mornings 
throughout the week. But he uses language that is too tech- 
nical and fails to enliven his sermon with ‘human interest’ 
materials. I have tactfully tried to get him to employ the 
‘narrative formula’ which you recommend, but thus far [I 
haven't made a dent in his complacency. Apparently, he has 
such a one-track mind, he can’t entertain new ideas, But it 
makes me feel sad, both for his sake and that of the Master, 
for Jesus certainly doesn't like empty pews. A man cannot 
exercise the constructive influence in dealing with an audience 
of 100, which he can wield with an audience of 450, for I know 
by first-hand experience.” 
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AS WE GROW OLDER, we often become relatively im- 
pervious to new ideas. We think it may be deflating to our 
ego to admit that younger men have better ideas than we ob- 
tained when we went to college. Or maybe we are just lazy, 
and refuse to expend the effort necessary to acquire new 
habits. In any event, I have often felt like Rev. Harvey today, 
for I grieve to see faithful old wheelhorses of the church plod- 
ding away in comparative failure, when they could be radiant 
successes by reorienting their thinking. 


Like the unsuccessful fishermen who exhausted themselves 
all night in futility, and then caught a netful of fish when they 
let down their nets on the other side of the boat, these clergy- 
men are competent, well trained and eminently ablé to bring 
in such an avalanche of members into the churches as to burst 
them, but they fail to fish out of the proper side of the boat. 

Jesus would never commend such bullheadedness or satu- 
pidity. Remember His indictment_of the man with the single 
talent who failed to use it successfully? Jesus wants smart 
Christians, not stupid ones!

ing its appearance I thought it 

would be apropos to give some 
suggestions as to how to beat the 
heat. Soon you will be Hstening 
to this kind of conversation: “This 
is the hottest day I have ever ex- 
perienced,” or “the humidity is the 
worst I have ever felt,” or perhaps, 
“I knew as soon as the rain let 
up we would go through the hot- 
test summer in 40 years.” This 
talk will drive those that can be 
driven away; for those that have 
to remain this article is respect- 
fully dedicated. 


If you really want to increase 
your discomfort from the heat, 
here is the recipe: (1) Constantly 
talk heat. (2) Eat wrong food. (3) 
Dress improperly. (4) Imbibe in 
alcoholic drinks to excess. These 
four are sufficient to add consid- 
erable distress to an already tot- 
tering carcass from the usual sum- 
mertime discomforts induced by 
prolonged periods of heat, There 
are many other habits or customs 
I could mention, but time and 
space forbid, 

Let’s see how to obtain the best 
defense against summertime in- 
conveniences, discomforts, dangers 
or whatever you choose to elabo- 
rate on. Be as it may, there are 
some activities, pleasures, foods 
and drinks, etc., that have to be 
curtailed in order to “beat the 
heat.” The untoward effects of 
heat are frequently due not only 
to excessively high temperatures 
of the environment and to chloride 
depletion, but also to excessive 
production of body heat and to 
insufficient production of perspl- 
ration. Diet and clothing go hand 
in hand with body heat production 


N OW that real summer is mak- 


and inadequate perspiration. Body 
heat is influenced by diet, that is 
why the summer diet should be 
bland and easily digestible. 

A marked reduction in, calorie- 
producing meats and fats is essen- 
tial. Sounds silly to mention at 
this time, doesn't it? Fruits, veg- 
etables, cereals and salads are ade- 
quate to sustain you for the sum- 
mer months and are not heat-pro- 
ducing. Milk, buttermilk and the 
like are acceptable and easily di- 
gested. Ice-cold drinks are very 
bad and only cool drinks should 
be served. Plenty of fluids are ad- 
visable, double the, amount you 
drink in cold weather, as your 
skin does a large per cent of the 
work in summer. 

Dress in soft,. fine clothing, so 
greater amounts of perspiration 
may be produced and absorbed or 
evaporated. Stay out of the sun 
in the hottest part of the day, espe- 
cially if unaccustomed to the heat, 
Sun tan must be indulged in with 
considerable respect for your 
health as well as your skin. Bathe 
the body often, and relax when 
possible. Add salt to replace the 
depleted chlorides of the body. 
This is especially applicable to 
people in industry who work in 
high temperatures. Sleep as cool 
as possible and avoid overwork, 
rush and worry. Working hours 
should be shortened fom everyone 
during the weeks of the intense 
heat, 

Remember the old adage, “cool 
as a cucumber’? This is not pos- 
sible, but it is better to parade 
that philosophy before you rather 
than fall victim to “I just can't 
beat the heat.”

HYDE PARK, Monday. 


F anyone told us in this coun- 
Jey that freedom of religion was 

not an actual fact, our oldest 
and most respected citizens would 
cry out in horror. . Yet I think 
it is time that we stépped to con- 
sider certain things, which we 
have held as theories ever since 
we accepted our constitution, in 
relation to the facts as they exist 
in our country today. 

If it makes no difference to 
what religion you subscribe, why 
do you have to put it down in 
your service paper? The answer 
usually is—for the Navy, at least— 
that men should have the privilege 
of being buried with the rites of 
their own church. But, as a mat- 
ter of fact, the same prayers are 
usually used for every man, re- 
gardless of religion, who dies at 
sea. Having to put down what 
religion you belong to sometimes 
subjects a man to discrimination 
if his superiors are so inclined. 

It isn’t only in the armed serv- 
ices, however, that this question 
is asked, Frequently, when you 
apply for a job, that is one of the 
questions you must answer. If you 
run for public office in this coun- 
try, too, it is one of the questions 
which you must expect to have 
the public ask, 
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SO MUCH for freedom of re- 
ligion, to which in theory, of 
course, we all subscribe. Now, 
how about our freedom as Amer- 
ican citizens in the economic and 
political fields? 
One of the freedoms clearly 


stated in the Atlantic Charter was 
that people must have freedom 
from want. In other words, we 
must have economic freedom. Ev- 
ery human being must have an 
equal chance to earn a living ac- 
cording to the opportunities open 
in his area of the world. 

It is true that in this country 
many strong men have surmount- 
ed all difficulties to gain high 
places in our national life and in 
the economic world of our coun- 
try. But that doesn’t mean that 
for every man there is equal op- 
portunity. Many a man meets a 
barrier because of his racial back- 
ground or because of his religion.

LASTLY, how about our vaunt- 
ed political freedom? Can we, as 
long as any state in our nation 
exacts a poll tax from a citizen 
before he can participate as a 
citizen, fee] that we ar politically 
free? 

I wonder if 7,000,000 wnite Amer- 
ican citizens and 3,000,000 Negro 
American citizens in the South, 
who can’t vote because they can- 
not pay their poll tax, really agree 
with some of the things that were 
said about our Negro soldiers in 
that recent congressional filibus- 
ter? Two Senators out of 96 kept 
all their brother lawmakers from 
voting, and during the greatest 
war in history spent a lot of time, 
which can never be recovered, just 
talking against a portion of the 
American people who in their par- 
ticular states have no way of 
acting to remove them from of- 
fice.

Wash one quart blackberries, 
drain in sieve or colander and 
remove hulls, Line an 8-inch pie 
plate with pastry rolled less than 
%-inch thick. Fill pie plate with 


berries; mix together one-fourth 
cup sugar, one-third cup light 
corn syrup, two tablespoons lemon 
juice and two tablespoons flour 
and pour this over the berries. Lay 
on top crust, with any desired 
pattern of cuts which allow es- 
cape of steam. Brush edge of 
lower crust with water or milk 
and press to keep in juice. Bake 


dn a hot oven 425 degrees F. for 


about 15 minutes; then reduce 
heat to 325 degrees F. for about 
20 minutes or until done. Cool 
about one hour or until lukewarm 
before serving. A tablespoon of 
sugar sprinkled over the hot pie 
gives it an attractive appearance. 
Five to six servings.

In answer to this, it is true that many Americans use the 
zigzag way of eating which has a helpless left-hand effect.

Giving all the work to the right 
hand while the left lies in the lap too constantly gives the 
unavoidable impression of a maimed left hand.

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Education as Free as Salvation 
It Dosmt Cost — at Ozark School, but You Must Work for It 
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SCHOOL OF THE OZARKS AT POINT LOOKOUT, MO., ESTABLISHED By THE MISSOURI SYNOD OF THE PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH ALMOST 
40 AGO,

POINT LOOKOUT, Mo., July 23 


ECAUSE, nearly 40 years ago, 
B: Presbyterian preacher came 

to the high Ozarks seeking 
health, there’s a school on a hill 
above White river where boys 
and girls, whose only claim is 
their need, can get an education. 
To get in, though, they must come 
empty-handed, for this is ‘a school 
where ability to pay is a disquali- 
fication. J. M. Good, president of 
the School of the Ozarks, puts it 
this way: “If two boys were to 
come here seeking admission, one 
with $5000 and the other with no 
shoes on his feet, we would take 
the shoeless one.” 

It sounds queer but it is true 
because if the school were to ac- 
cept students who could pay it 
would forfeit its reason for being. 
Its reason for being is that in 
Taney county and the Missouri 
and Arkansas counties that lie 
along the border high schools are 
scarce and the homes of many 
boys and girls are remote from 
such schools as exist. The School 
of the Ozarks provides high school 
education for these and it is free, 
as public high schools are free. 
If differs only from others in that 
students are housed and fed and 
for that they pay with the work 
of their hands. 

Nearly 40 years ago, when the 
Rev. James Forsyth roamed this 
region, there was even greater 
scarcity of schools and other cul- 
tural advantages. He was struck, 
on the other hand, by the native 
intelligence of the boys and girls 
that he met and their eagerness 
to learn. 

Out of the wilderness Preacher 
Forsyth went telling what he had 
seen. He told it to his brethren 
of the Missouri Synod and hearts 
were touched, Something was 
done about it. Dr. William Ray 
Dobys and others floated down 
White river looking for a site for 
a school and found it on a bluff 
near Forsyth where the signal 
fires of the Bald Knobbers used 
to burn, 
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HE schoolhouse built /there 

with stone quarried on the site 

was called Mitchell Hall after 
Kerr M. Mitchell of St. Joseph, 
Mo. The architect who planned it 
and supervised its construction. 
The school opened in 1907 with 35 
students. The first diploma was 
presented in 19]3 to Joseph Gideon, 
who became a Taney county at- 
torney. He was the only member 
of the graduating class. In 1915 
the building burned. With the in- 
Surance money a tract of 212 
acres, with a clubhouse on it, on 
a high bluff south of Hollister, 
was purchased and the building 
was named Dobyns Hall, in honor 
of the man who found the first 
location and was regarded as the 
school’s founder. 

At the opening of the school in 
the fall of 1915, there were 60 
students. For two years it housed 
all the activities. Afterward, when 
other buildings had been erected, 
it served as the girls’ dormitory. 
Forty girls and seven teachers 
were living there when fire de- 
stroyed the building in 1930, 

H, T, Abernathy of Kansas City, 
hunting wild turkeys in the hills, 
stopped at a cabin and asked for 
a drink of water. The child who 
brought the water fresh from the 
spring told him she had finished 
grade schoo] an@ wanted to go to 
the school of th® Ozarks. What 
was that, Abernathy wanted to 
know, and the child told him all 
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that she knew, which. wasn’t 
much, only that it was a high 
school over on White river where 
boys and girls of the mountains 
could get more learning. She 
couldn’t go because there was no 
room. The man, led as it were by 
the child, built two dormitories 
for the school, one for boys and 
one for girls. 

There was need of an adminis- 
tration building. It was started 
with only $856 in the building 
fund, but there was faith, and the 
students doing the work, as they 
had on all the structures, were 
told to build on. Just when it 
seemed hopeless, Mr. and Mrs. A. 
P. Green of Mexico, Mo., came 
visiting and gave $60,000, the en- 
tire cost of the building, enabling 
other contributions to be used for 
furnishings and for the purchase 
of an additional 120 acres and the 
erection of the first dairy barn, 
one of the several that now shel- 
ter a famous Jersey herd. 


When Mr. and Mrs. Frank 
Thompson came to visit the 
school the dining room was a 
corner in the girls’ dormitory, so 
small that when there were guests 
the students had to eat out on 
the lawn, They built a big dining 
room and kitchen that is now 
called Thompson Hall, Mrs. W. 
W. Wheeler furnished the equip- 
ment. Wilk Hyer of St. Louis 
built a canning plant. Jackson 
Johnson of St. Louis left $10,000 
in his will for a heating plant. 
Mr. and Mrs, W. A. P. McDonald 
of St. Joseph built a hospital. H. 
S. Jamison erected a manual arts 
building. Mr. and Mrs. Edward 
T. McCarthy built a large stone 
dormitory for boys. Wilk Hyer 
directed and financed the build- 
ing up of the dairy herd. 


Thus, unit by unit, the School 
of the Ozarks grew until now 
here it stands at Point Lookout 
for the world to marvel at and 
sing its praises for the mighty 
works that have been done in its 
name. More than a thousand of 
its graduates have gone forth, not 
to halls of higher learning but 
back to their homes, most of 
them, with well-rounded learning 
and vocational training. Prac- 
tically none of them, but for the 
School of the Ozarks, would have 
had a high school education, for 
basic requirements for admission 
are that high schools are not ac- 
cessible to applicants and that 
they cannot pay tuition. 


Irma Archer, last year’s vale- 
dictorian, is an example. She fin- 
ished grade school but the nearest 
high school wag 15 miles away. So 
for six years she stayed at her 
hill home with the other seven 
children of the family. Then she 
heard of the School of the Ozarks, 
where she could go and stay and 
get an education, working for her 
keep. She was admitted and grad- 
uated at the age of 23. 

Then there was a 15-year-old girl 
over in Arkansas who lived 18 
miles from the nearest high 
school, 25 miles from the railroad 
and 20 miles from the bus line, 
The family had no automobile. 
There was no telephone or radio 
in her home, but somehow she 
heard about the School of the 
Ozarks. She wrote asking if she 
could come, though she had no 
money with which to pay. Of 
course she could come, for she had 
everything to make her eligible. 
She came and got her two years 
of schooling and went back to the 
Arkansas hills that much better 
equipped for life. 

No wonder the school is crowded

and many have to be turned away. 
The enrollment now is 230, about 
equally divided. There are not as 
many boys as usual because the 
draft has taken a good many and 
more are expecting to be taken, 
because 75 per cent of the stu- 
dents are more than 16 years old. 
There has been no falling off in 
the enrollment of girls. Big wages 
in war plants don’t interest them 
as much as getting an education. 

There is room for only 130 girls 
at the school, but the appeals are 
so pitiful that President Good has 
permitted 150 to sign up for the 
next term and is trying to find a 
way to pack them in. Six months 
ago he sent out letters saying that 
no more applications could be re- 
ceived but still they come, 
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gets a letter like this: 

“T am writing for an appli- 
cation blank. I want to go to high 
school next year and my mother 
is not able to furnish books and 
clothing for me to go on. There 
is eight children in the family and 
no father to support us just our 
mother.” 

Likely President Good writes to 
that girl that there isn’t any room 
just now but he is putting her 
name on the preferred list and if 
she is patient and willing to wait 
she will get her chance. 

One rule observed in sifting out 
the applicants is to make sure 
that they really want to come. 
No “sents” are accepted. “Sents” 
are those whom somebody wants 
to get into the school. Young- 
sters, to get any consideration, 
have to make it clear that they 
are driven by their own desire. 

It is hard to get in but easy to 
get out. The rules applying to 
behavior are few but are strictly 
enforced. Boys and girls can min- 
gle only at prescribed times and 
places. If a boy leaves his dormi- 
tory to meet a girl, even for a

walk, he is out. Sometimes there 
is an expulsion by vote of the stu- 
dents, who voluntarily keep watch 
to check violations of the rules. 

There is no dancing and no 
drinking. Boys are not permitted 
to smoke in their dormitory or in 
the class rooms. Latterly, as a 
concession to boys who had been 
smokers before they came, a small 
building on the campus has been 
set aside for those who think they 
must smoke. It is called the smok- 
ing shack. Boys who repair to it 
fall under a measure of disap- 
proval on the part of their fellows. 
There are special honors for those 
who have been smokers but re- 
frain after coming to the school. 

There is no smoking among the 
girls. President Good is so sure 
this is so that he offers $100 to 
anybody who can find a girl on 
the campus who smokes. If any- 
body ever collects the $100 it will 
mean that a girl goes home, mak- 
ing room for another on the wait- 
ing list. The girls are permitted 
to wear bobbysocks during the 
week but must put on stockings 
when they go to church on Sun- 
day. Attendance at daily chapel 
is compulsory. 
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HE school is primarily for 
T bors and girls of Missouri, 

Arkansas and Oklahoma, but 
youngsters from anywhere are ad- 
mitted if their needs meet the 
school's requirements and if there 
is room for them. 

It costs $150 a day to keep the 
school going and there is no fi- 
nancial solicitation, but the money 
always comes from somewhere. In 
24 years no teacher has been un- 
paid and that includes the depres- 
sion. There are no unpaid ‘bills. 

Many of the students have the 
support of scholarships, $150 a 
year, donated by individuals and 
organizations. For their keep 
they work in the school industries 
and on the school farm, 600 acres 
of which are under cultivation, 
with the remainder as pasture for 
dairy and beef cattle and hogs. 
Work in the fields and in the 
dairy is part of the training of 
farm boys who are expected to 
use what they here learn for the 
betterment of life in the com- 
munities from which they come. 

Now that there are more high 
schools in the hills than there 
used to be, it is expected that the 
School of the Ozarks will in time 
become a junior college, but it 
will continue to serve forgotten 
youths on the level of their needs,
